A UNIVERSITY FOR CHICAGO. 


Pet Project of a Namber of Wealthy Chi- 
cagoans. 

When the trustees of the Chicago University 
closed the doors of that iustituuon some 
months ago and gave up the struggie to lift 
its indebtedness it was generally believed that 
this movement meant the inception of another 
institution on the old foundations with ail of 
the denominational features left out. Er- 
forts have since been made in that direction, 
and it is quite probable that they will material- 
ize into something tangible within a few days 
that will start out with assured success, Mr. 
C. W. Needbam was the President of the trust- 
ees of the university at the time they gave 
up the old place. “I find a growing 
sentiment,” said he yesterday, “that 
Chicago ought to have and must have 
such an institution of learning. If it is started 
under the right auspices I am certain that a 
dozen men, whose names I cannot give at pres- 
ent, stand ready to place it upon a firm finan- 
cial footing at the outset. We must begin 
anew with a new charter and organizauon. 
From the beginning, however, I have found 
several things to be in the way of this move- 
ment. One of them u the general opinion 
among business-men that the old university 
property is not worth $300.000, tae amount the 
insurance company demanas. Bome of those 
who dave become interested in this 
movement believe in gong somewhere 
else in the city for a iocation, and 
among other sites named is the Storey 
residence on Grand boulevard, at the corner of 
Forty-third street, which a number think would 
be just the thing for a university, particularly it 
the south half of the block was purchased and 
added to the property for a campus. Notb- 
ing can be hoped for from the Baptists,” Mr. 
Needham continued. “ They are not in a con- 
dition to do anything. Our only hope betore 
was for the Eastern Baptiste to subscribe 
$150,000 for that matter, and leave the re- 
mainder for the Chicago members of the de- 
nomination. But the truth is the East bas 
ceased to look upon Cbicago as a missionary 
field. We have boasted so much of our prose 
perity and money that the Eastern people are 
disposed to let Chicago take care of her own 
institutions.” 

William L. Pierce, a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, when asked about the move- 
ment said that be bad been assured that a 
Boara of Trade man stood ready to subscribe 
the larger part of the amount required to get 
back the property. It bad become a pet 
scheme of this man to eétablish an institu- 
tion of learning in Chicago, and he was ready 
and willing, as soon as the movement was 
property inaugurated, to furnish the financial 
backing required. 

Mr. Jono R. De Witt, the President of the 
Union National Life-Insurance Company of 
Maine, which now holds the deed of the oid 
university property, is expected in the city at 
an earty date, when the negotiations for the 
property will be opened up. An offer of 
$250,000 will, it is said, then be made for the 
property. 


Indicting a Judge. 

SHELDON, Ia., Dec. 1.—({Special.|—The chief 
topic of interest bere is the action of the 
grand jury, which has just found indictments 
against the present Circuit Judge, D. D. Mo 
Callum, and several Democratic editors, all 
charged with forgery aud criminal libel upon 
Maj. P. R. Bauey of this place. The trouble 
grows out of a campaign gut. Maj. Bailey 
was the member of the Republican State Ceu- 
tral Committee for his district, and McCallum 
was the mugwump candidate for District 
Judge. Bailey charged that forged and slau- 
derous articies were circulated against him by 
McCalium and the Democratic editors, and he 
brought suit and the grand jury bas indicted 
them. This is thought to be the first instance 
in the State where a Judge on the bench was 
indicted by a grand jury for a criminal offense.

Delhi, by R. L. Weeks, is a canvas which, 
ven a little distance, shows strength and 
beauty of composinon.

Piece in Danger, has been loaned by Mr. A. 
A. Munger, as has also Corot’s “Early Morn- 
ing in Nor mandy,“ a little picture 80 full of 
eloquent humility that one seems, in looking 
at the picture, to love the artist. The Duke's 
Golden Wedamg.“ by F. Brumeri, shows some 
fine technical work. It has been loaned by J. 
H. Walker. 

Mr. Munger must be envied for bis exquisit 
art possessions. “The Grief of the Pasus,“ 
by Géréme, and The Combat,” by Fromentin, 
both came from bis gallery, where they had been 
placed from the Haseltine eale of a fortnight 
ago.

THE SNOW-ALLEY CASE. 


Testimony Concerning the Relations of the 
Parties to the Compact. 

BARNSTABLE, Mass., Dec. 1.—The hearmg in 
the Snow-Aller case was resumed today. The 
cross-examination of Snow was continued. 
Alley’s proposition to build tee line to Chi- 
cago, the witness said, was apart of the in- 
agucement for him to give Alley 150 bonds. 
The bonds were comparatively worthless, The 
witness did not think Alley advanced $200,000 
in addition to the $100,000 furnished by Rob- 
érts and Alley to buy the factory at Ansonis. 
The line to Chicago was built at a cost of 
$850,000. The witness did not believe Alley 
paid in any money except from the sale of 
bonds. 

The deposition of George D. Roberts was 
read. He sad: The estimated cost of the 
Une to Chicago was $850,000. I was to put in 
$100,000 and Alley $100,000. We finally aaded 
$200,000 each. I subscribed $100,000 and the 
line was coustructed. Snow did not put in any 
money, only his patents, which were of small 
value. I never beard Snow complain that 
Alley bad not carried out his agreement oa 
the construction account. I think Alley and 
his friends made several hundred thousand dol- 
lars out of the postal bonds.“ 

Jobn B. Alley, the defendant, was the first 
witness for the defense. He testified that a 
syndicate cameto him in Washington in March. 
1882, and urged bim to come into the Postal 
Telegraph mpany. He went to New York 
to investigate the matter. While there be met 
Snow, who said he would do anything reason- 
able if he (Alley) would come iu. When Alley 
went into the enterprise he told Snow he must 
bave 200 of his bonds. Snow said be should 
have them. 

The case was then adjourned. 


An Opinion in the Cluverius Case. 

RicaMonD, Va., Dec, 1.—Judge Hinton’s dis- 
senting opinion in the Cluverius murder case 
was filed this evening. It contains 7,000 or 
8,000 words and embraces a general review of 
the case. The points upon which Judge Hin- 
ton dissents from the opinion of the other 
members of the court are: First, the court 
erred in discharge juror Larke, who ex- 
pressed views as to What sort of circumstan- 
tial evidence he would require to convict; 
second, the courterred in admitting as evi- 
dence the so-called “ Laura Curtis 
letter, which was an invitation to 
Miss Madison to spend some time here, 
and which was proved to bave been forged by 
the deceased and was a ruse to account for the 
giri’s absence during thetime of ‘“ iying-in.”’ 
The Judge asserts that it was not proved that 
the prisoner had anything to do with it or any 
knowledge of it. Third, corpus delicti was not 
established with the certainty required by law. 
He did not think that the murder had been 
proved by the evidence, nor that a motive for 
it had been shown. Judge Hinton also inclines 
strongly to the suicide theory, and concludes: 
In any respect in which we may contemplate 
the few ascertained facts in this Gase they are 
certainly not absolutely inconsistent with the 
innocence of the accused of the crime of mur- 
der.

TOLD BY A WEAK WITNESS 


LADY COLIN CAMPBELL’Ss MAID ON 
THE STAND. 


The Direct Testimony, Implicating Her 
Titled Mistress, Contradicted on the 
Cross-Examination—The Characters of 
the Duke of Marlborough and Capt. 
Shaw Smirched, but They Are Also 
Freed of Suspicion by the Lawyers’ 


Sharp Questionings. 

Lonpon, Deo, 1.— The bearing of the Camp- 
bell divorce suit was resumed today. 

Rosa Baer, formerly lady s-mald to the 
plaintiff, testified for the defense. She said 
the Duke of Marlborough frequently visited 
Lady Colin Campbell. He usually came in the 
afternoon and was shown to the drawing-room. 
never saw any familiarity between 
Lora Colin Campbeil and Mary Watson. Lady 
Colin had instructed witness not to leave let- 
ters addressed to her mistress in the bail, but 
to take them to her. Someof the letters wit- 
ness carried to plaintiff the latter burned; 
Others she viaced in a box under the bed. Ina 
June, 1882, Lady Colin, who was at tue time in 
the company of Lady Miles, called witness. 
Lady Mues told witness she had biackened ber 
mistress’ character and must leave, and that 
if she did not go at once the police would be 
called to put her out. Lady Colin gave her 
£10—2£4 only being due as wages—and told 
witness to tell the servanis in explanation of 
her departure that her father was ill and she 
was going home. 

Lady Colin, added witnesa, said that she con- 
sidered witness a sister and not a servant, and 
kissed ber good-by, saying it was Lord Colin 
Campbell who had dismissed her. Witness 
bad posted letters daily to the Duke of Mar- 
borough, She sometimes took them to his 
house. Lady Colin used to leave the house at 
8 o'clock in the evening and return as late as 
8 o'clock on the followimg mornimg. On some 
of these occasions witness would accompany 
her mistress @ short distance from the house, 


and there be told to return. On those 
ditions Lady Colin usually carried a felt hat 
concealed under ber cloak. Once witness 
found a gentiewan’s bandkerchief in Lady 
Colin’s room in Leiah Court. Plaintiff said 
she knew to whom it belonged and took’ it. 
Once witness beard somebody after midnight 
ascending the stairs. Lady Colin cougbed. 
The person then entered the door of the 
room adjoinmg plaintiff's, the door of the 
room was shut, ana witness was dismissed. 
Once witness beard the Duke of Mariborovgb 
ja Lady Colin's room in che afternoon. On 
one occasion, while witness was brushing Lady 
Colin's bair after midnight, somebody on the 
outside of the room tried the door, and, find- 
me it locked, departed. Witness saw Chief 
Shaw walking outside the house. He bad a 
carriage in waiting. The carriage went away 
and Chief Shaw entered the bouse, Witness 
often malled letters to Chief Shaw irom Lady 
Colin. 

Being crose-examined, Miss Baer admitted 
that she cried when she was dismissed trom 
Lady Colin's service, and that she said she was 
sorry she bad talked to the servants. She de- 
nied, however, that she admitted she had veen 
a “wicked gossip. She admitted that she had 
written to Lady Colin both from abroad and on 
her return to England and that the plaintiff 
never answered her letters. She denied bay- 
ing threatened to expose Lady Colin” when 
the latter allowed witness’ letters asking for 
money to remain unanswered, 

At this point counsel for the plaintiff cross- 
examined Miss Baer very closely and she ad- 
mitted that two weeks ago she nad signed a 
statement that Lady Colin Campbell dismissed 
her because she knew too much about her, and 
that she bad thought it necessary to tell Lady 
Colin that sbe would exvose ber. Bemg asked 
to explain bow it came that she signed such a 
statement and now admitted that ii was un- 
true, wituess said, * 1 thougut it true ment I 
think it uotrue now.” This recantation caused 
a sensation among the audience.] 

Continuing, under close cross-examination, 
witness admitted that the Duke of Mariborough 
always called upon Lady Colin during the usual 
visiting bours. He came twice, thrice, and 
sometimes five times weekly. Witness posted 
letters to the Duke of Marlborough every 
day and sometimes twice a day. On 
the occasions when sbe took the letters to the 
Duke's residence she put them into the letter- 
box, rang the bell, and ran away home. she 
bad been instructed to do this on these oc 
casions. 

Under further pressure Miss Baer admitted 
that she had never suspected that anything 
wrong had occurred between Lad Colin Camp 
bell and any persona put the Duke of Mari- 
borough. Witness admitred that in 1884 and 
six weeks ago ehe signed statements alleging 
that she went to Leigh Court during the 
Coristmas holidays with Lady Colin Campbeil, 
and describing the position of the rooms oceu- 
pied by ber mistress and by the Duke of Mart 
borough as adjoining, and further alleging 
that the Duke paid great attention to Lady 
Colin. Witness, bowever, now admitted that 
that was a mistake, and that it al) occurred at 
Raster. This testimony caused another sen- 
sation. 

Counsel for plaintiff’ added more pressure 
and Mises Baer finally admitted that the Duke 
of Marborough was not at Leigh Court at 
Christmas. Sue also admitted that the state- 
ments she had made in her direct examination 
ubout hearing some one ascend the stairs after 
midnight one ni¢ht and enter te room ad- 
joiniug Lady Colin's, and finding a handker- 
chief in Lady Colin's room next morning, were 
untrue. 

Nearly every one of Miss Baer’s admissions 
under cross-examination provoked excitement 
and sensation, in view of their damaging effect 
upon that side of the case, which was largely 
bulit up on what she had previousiy stated in 
writing. 

The cross-examination of Mies Baer was con- 
tinued at great length. Being asked to con- 
firm ber statement that the Duke of Mari- 
borough and Lady Colin sat together like a 
pair of loverson a seat in the Haddington 
Railway Stanon, the witness simply said she 
was sure there was a seat on the platform. 
Being referred to her statement to MWe man- 
servant O'Neill that Lady Colin passed every 
nigut at Leigh Court witn the Duke of Mari- 
borough, the witness denied that se ever toid 
O'Neill any such thing. She simply told bim 
„she thought so.“ Replying to an interroga- 
tory by the Judge the witness said she be- 
lieved the Duke of Marlborough and 
plaintiff were together nightiy when 
their rooms adjoined at Leigh 


the witness had no reason to believe that they 
were together at other times. The Judge 
asked why she told O'Neill that they were to- 
gether at night while at Leia Court during 
the OCbristmus holidays in 1882 and the witness 
answered: That cannot be 80.“ This contra- 
diction caused a sensation. 

Atter recess Miss Baer did not at once ap 
pear on the witness-stand. The Judge took his 
se at and waited five minutes, when he sent for 
the young woman. Mise Baer came in com- 
plaining of faintness. Resuming her place she 
said Lady Colin Campbell possessed a peculiar 
doorkey. It bad a tongue on both ends. 
The witness imagined one end was 
to the lock on ber own house 
door and the other for that of the Duke of 
Mariborough’s residence. The witness said 
Lady Colin used preventive medicines and got 
sick every time sbe used them, but the witness 
did not infer from this that ber mistress was 
babitually domg wrong. Once while brusting 
Lady Colin’s hair in her room at Leigh Court 
some one tried the door of ber room and then 
went away. When all were leaving Leigh 
Court the artist, Fitzhenry, the witness said, 
spoke to ber, saying Lady Colin bud not taken 
notice ot him as sue had of so many other 
gentiemen, but be should be able to make up 
for lost time as he was going to Paris with 
ner. When he said this Fitzbenry bad a 
bouquet for Lady Colin. The witness denied 
having sent a letter to Laay Colin menacmg 
her with exposure.

At this the detective whipped out his revolver. 
The sight Of the weapon put the dcol- 
ored man to flight. He sprang around 
the corner and bounded west on Madison 
street. Murnane pursued and fired several 
shots dt him. The porter ran through fntothe 
front door of the Two Johns,“ a few num- 
bers west, and out the rear. Just as he 
passed out of the back door Murnane, 


piétol in hand, sprang in at the front. 
John Beem, one of the proprietor, 
stood behind the bar, and the colored porter 
of the piace, Johnnie,“ who somewhat re- 
sembies Watson, was also there. Murnane 
mistook “Johnnie” for Watson; and, ad- 
vanoing to the end of te bar, covered both 
Beem and Johnnie with his revolver and de- 
manded the latter to give himselfup. The ter- 
rifled crouched down behind Beem in his 
frigbt and shook with fear. Beem tried to re- 
assure him and told him to sccompaty the 
officer and he would ball him out. He got the 
porter on bis feet and was pushing him to- 
ward Murnane, when tbe latter, with his 
weapon pressed almost against bis breast, said 
to Beem, Let go of him or En give 
it to youl” Then, as the colored man 
stepped up to him, the officer dealt 
him several furious blows upon the 
head with bis pistol, cutting the inoffensive 
porter frightfully. Detective John Reid of 
the Despiaines Street Station interfered, and 
after Murnane bad affixed the “ come-alongs”’ 
to Jonnnie’s”’ wrist be was led out the back 
way and into Melntyre's saloon on Halsted 
street, where che beating was renewed. 

The Central patrol-wagon was called to take 
„ Johnnie. wounded and without his coat, to 
the Central Station. There it was learned that 
he was not Watson. His wounds were dressed 
and a coat given bim. This being done De- 
tective Jim Bonfleld took him in charge and 
accompanied him to the West Side 
for the twofold purpose of righting the error 
as far as possibile and preventing “Johnnie” 
from encountering reporters.

“The facts are these: McCormick said he

BUSINESS FIRMS IN TROUBLE. 


John Keck & Co. of Detroit Give Heavy 


Mortgages—A Congressman Fails. 
Derrorr, Mich. Dee. 1,—(Special.|-—The 
business community was surprised this after- 
poon to learn of the serious embarrassment of 
Joun Keck & Co., one of the largest furniture 
houses in the State. The firm have been doing 


business on Woodward avenue, and bave a 
large factory in Ann Arbor, They filed two 
chatte) mortgages today to secure the in- 
dorbers on $81,000 worth of notes, beld by 
banks bere aad in Aan Arbor. The largest 
creditors are the Detroit National Bank of this 
city and the First National Bank of Ann Ar- 
bor. The former holds $25,000 of Keck & 
Co.'s paper, and the latter $28,000. Henry 
Harmon is made trustee for the indorsers of 
the notes held bere under one mortgage, and 
William April under the other. Mr. Keck 
says that the morteages were given because 
the iadorsers were uneasy, and not because 
the firm was about to fall. He says they will 
pull tarough without making au assignment. 

In September the firm of John Keck & Co. 
was succeeded by an incorporated company 
styled The Keck Furniture Company, with ao 
authorized capital of $100,000, of which $75,000 
was claimed to pe paid in. At tuns time John 
Keck personally assumed the liabilities of the 
oid firm and took the accounts due, trans 
ferring his interest in the furniture held by 
the old concern to the new corporation, ac- 
cepting stock in pa- ment for the same. His 
soa, George F. Keck, was given stock in 
the new company, and also W. G. Dieterie of 
Manchester, Mich. The change to a corpora- 
tion was made by Mr. Keck under the im- 
pression that new capital could be enlisted 
and their liabilities, some of which were being 
pressed for settiement, thus be provided for. 
At the time of the change the assets of the 
company were given as $89,000 and the liabil- 
ities at $30,000. It is unaderstod that Mr. 
Keck’s plan to place the stock of the new com- 
pany dic not succeed. Their removal to the 
new Parker building, for which they made a 
ten years’ lease at the rate of $7,200 per an- 
num, was attended by increased expense. The 
mortgages given today were made by John 
Keck, dome business as John Keck & Co.“

LIFE TOO GREAT A BURDEN, 


Dr. Perkins of Milwaukee Puts a Bullet inte 
His Brain—Another Suicide. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 1.—[Special. |—Great 
surprise was occasioned today br the informa- 
tion that Dr. James 8. Perkins bad, at an early 


bour in the morning, committed suicide at bis 
residence on Twenty-first street by shooting 
himself tbrough the bead. Shortiy before 3 
o'clock this morning Mrs. Perkins was awak- 
ened by the report of a pistol, to find that the 
shot had been fired by her husband anda that 
he was then in his death agonies at ber side. 
The revolver was still clutched im his right 
band, and hood was streammg from his mouth 
and nose. He had placed the revolvur in his 
mouth, pointing upward,and tne bail passed 
turough his brain. Four prominent physicians 
were quickiy summoned, but Dr. Perkins was 
beyond recovery and died without speaking. . 

Sdortly after noon a second suicide was re- 
ported at the Central Police Station. Gustav 
Bierwirth, aged 24 years, and employed at Eu- 
gene Cary’s our and feed store, went to his 
room at a Jefferson street boarding- house 
early this morning and instructed the servant 
girl not to awaken him. At noon the door to 
bis room was opened and be wae found dead 
in bed, with a towel well saturated with chio- 
roform over his face, 


His Career as a Reformer Ended, 

In bis inaugural mesgage, March 4, 1885, the 
President said: 

Those who worthily seek public employment 
have the right to insist that merit and competency 
shall be recognized inslead of party subserviency 
or the surrender of honest political belief. 

In the Stone letter, written a week ago, the 
same man says: 


The administration of the Government is not 
to be trusted, in places high or low, to those who 
are opposed lo the party responsible for such ad- 
ministration, 

It bas thus taken just a year and eight 
mouths for the President to end civii-service 
reform by official notice. Practically be aban- 
doned it long ago. It is a cold, bard world for 
mugwumps. Even the New York Hvening 
Post, the professional apologizer, is con- 
strained to say of the Stone matter: 


We would, therefore, ask most respectfully, 
but most earnestly, whois Stone, or who is Ben- 
ton, Who ure all the District Attorneys in the 
United States rolled into one, that the country 
should be exposed to these risks and the friends 
of good government so signally disheartened on 
account of anything they say or do on or off 
the stump?’ Noone has studied this question of 
reform in the Américan civil service without be- 
ing astounded by the mistakes which are com- 
mitted in the exercise of the appointing power 
for compératively trivial objects. Public senti- 
ment is often shocked and tens of thousands of 
honest and adrhiring supporters are disheartened 
and disgusted in order to provide a small place 
for a trumpery adventurer whom no private em- 
ployer would take on any terms and who ig prob- 
ably as sure to disgrace the Government as he is 
everybody else who trusts him. This, too, is 
often called good “ politics,” as if human nature 
changed and the moral government of the world 
was suspended in the work of looking after the 
general weal.

FULLGRAFF PREPARING TO RETURN 
SOME OF THE “« BOODLE.” 


The Member of the Board of Aldermen of 
1884 Who Made a Confession Wishes to 
Make Restitution—A Merchant Arrested 
for an Alleged Attempt at Arson—Lively 
Times in Mining Stocks—A Catholic 
Priest Charged with a Misdemeanor, 


New Yorx, Dec. 1.—.opecial.J]—A story was 
circulated today to the effect that ex-Ald. Lu- 
dolph A. Fuligraff, of he poodle” board or 
1884, who was used as a witness for the prose- 
evution against ex-Ald. McQuade, had 
taker steps to make restitution of the 
money that he received to induce bim 
to vote for the Broadway Railroad 
grant. Investigation showed that there was 
some foundation for the story. Fullgraff tes- 
tified on the first trial of McQuade that be was 
promised $20,000 for bis vote and received bo- 
tween $18,000 and $19,000. He also swore that 
de was led to become a witness for the prose- 
cution through remorse which he feit for his 
betrayal of the city’s interests while an Alder- 
man. At the same time, however, he testified 
that be bad not taken any steps to make resti- 
tution of the money that be had received. 
It is said that since the diwagreement of the 
jury in MeQuade’s first trial the prosecution 
have been able to see that the case against the 
„ booale”’ men would be materially strength- 
ened if the remorse of the informers Or acoom- 
piices extended to returning their ill-gotten 
„ poodle.” The amount in Fuillgraff’s case 
was very large, however, and the en- 
Aldermen aid not see bis way clear to 
raising so much money. Besides, nu does not 
appear that he particulerly relisbed the idea 
of parting with any of his woridiy possessious. 
He had expended large sums of money in 
counsel fees and for other purposes, previous 
to bis remorse, and these amounts he could 
not very well retain out of the amount he has 
testified that be received for nis vote. It 
said, however, that be went about to raise 
some of the money needed, and that he al- 
ready bas about half of the sum to be re 
turned. 

Thirty-five of the talesmen announced as 
having been drawn in the panel of fifty for to- 
day’s inquisition to obtain a jury for the trial 
of McQuade, the ** boodle” ex-Alderman, were 
preseut in the Court of General Sessions 
when the were begun. 
Ten jurors have now been obtained, and 
the work of gettmg two other men to com- 
plete the list was begun. Ansel Wrinberg, an 
importer of laces,was accepted as the eleventh 
juror. Louis C. Wohising took the twelfth 
seat in the box. This completed the jury for 
tho moment, but the prosecution excused the 
second juror, Josepb Mitchell.

The Story of a Bookkeeper. 

H. R. Clifford Kemp, bookkeeper for Anton 
Reves, manufacturer of cloaks at No. 50 Lis 
penard street, was arrested Nov. 19 charged 
with baving appropriated $38 which he had 
coliected for Reves. When Kemp was ar- 
raigned Reves withdrew the charge and Kemp 
wus discharged. A few days later Reves in- 
stituted acivil sunt against his bookkeeper for 
the recovery of the money alleged to have 
been embezzied, and on his affidavit 
Kemp was again arrested and imprisoned 
ia the Ludlow Street Jail. Some time 
later Kemp sent word to police head- 
quarters that be had some very important 
statements to make. To tbree detectives who 
answered his call Kemp told a remarkabie 
story. He said that two or three weeks after 
he bad been employed by Reves his employer 


told nim that be was bard up for money and 


that *‘fire’’ was the only thing whieh couid 
beip bim. Kemp didn’t understand, but 
Reves, he says, made tbis propusition to him: 
„ Reves told me,” said Kemp, that his stock 
was very short, and that aitogether it wouldn't 
foot ud to more than $5,000.

Kemp. then made the desired alterauon, and, 
be goes on to say, be and Reves went together 
to the office of an insurance adjuster and there 
laid the most minute plans for the entire de- 
struction of that part of the building which was 
occupied by Reyes’ stock. Kemp says that 
be was then paid 8400 on account. At this 
meeting it was arranged that the fre 
should occur at 7:30 o'clock in the 
evening of Saturday, Nov. 27%. Soon 
after this meeting Kemp was arrested. 
With this statement, which was written out 
and sworn to by Kemp, in his possession In- 
spector§Byrnes consulted te District-Attor- 
ney and then determined to await develop- 
ments.

Speculation in Mining Shares. 

During the last month speculation in mining 
shares bas been on a heavier scale than at any 
period since 1881, A boom is now in progress 
on the Consolidated Exchange, and nearly all 
ot the old shares, including both the high and 
low priced properties, are changing hands in 
large quantities and higher prices. This 
morning's operations were again on a very 
large scale and excitement ruled high, numer- 
ous Outsiders being still attracted in the hope 
of finally realizing on investments extending 
back several years. Nov. 6 California 
& Virginia shares were thought to be booked 
for much higber prices, The stock at that 
time was selling at 811. Yesterday the same 
shares sold at $49. Bassick has also advanced 
from 14 to 29, Green Mountain from 25 to 50, 
Hale & Norcross from 190 to 500, Rappaban- 
nock from 10 to 30, and Sutro Tunnel from 14 
to 26. Another stock which is attracting much 
attention is Taylor-Piomas, which has been 
boomed from 12 to 50 cents within a few days, 
The present mining craze is believed te be 
good for an indefinit period, and, whatever 
may be the outcome, the business during the 
last week bas been remarkably heavy, the 
brokers are happy, and the pubiic are having 
an opportunity for speculation on a scale 
which has not been permitted for years. The 
business this morning was principaily in the 
Leadville and California sbares. Consolidated 
California & Virginia was somewhat weaker at 
the Opening, but reports were circulated that 
the company bas $500,000 in the treasury aad 
would soon pay a dividend.

Commissioner Johrston’s Report on the 
Conditton of the Roads. 

Wasuinoroyx, D. C., Dec. 1.—The annual 
report of Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, Commis- 
sioner of Railroads, bas been filed with the Sec- 
retary of the Interior and was made public 
today. Of the Union Pacific Railway Company 
the Commissioner says that, on bis annual 
tour of inspection, be “found the track, 
bridges, culverts, workshops, round-houses, 
stations, etc., of the company in excellent con- 
dition: the ties well leveled, and the rails 
(steel) accurately aud firmiy laid, constituting 
this as a first-class road and proving the es- 
ciency of the present management.” The fluan-

Amour the items of assets is one of $21, 604,- 
141, as claimed by the company, repaid to the 
United States. The Commissioner says that 
reports of the Treasury Department show set- 
tied accounts and movey paid into the Treas- 
ury June 30, 1886, aggregating $20,674,414, or 
$929,727 less than the amount claimed br the 
company. The credits of the company are in- 
creased, however, by accumulated interest on 
sinking fund investments $448,500. Total

The gross earning of the Union Division for 
the yeur 1885, United States and commercial, 
amounted to $12,215,484; ox itures allowed 
under the Thurman act, $7,761,606, leaving 
$4,453,879 as net earnings, of which the Govern- 
ment is entitiea to 25 per cent, or 
$1,113,469. The amount found due from the 
hansas division is $141,019, making a total of 
$1,254,489 due from both divisions. Instead of 
dividing the earnings and expenses of the 
Kansas division on a mileage basis, as herce- 
tofore, the amount found due by the Commis- 
sioner was based on an actual location as de- 
tween the aided and non‘aided portions of the 
road, and resulted in an itnerease of $32,672 in 
the Government requirements. 

The tunded debt of the Union Pacific Rall 
way June 30, 1888, was $115,046,189, as against 
$116,441,797 the year before, a net decrease of 
$1,893, 807. 

The revenue of the Union Pacific Company 
for the year ended Dec, 31, 1885, was $25,066,- 
836; expenditures, $21,944,004; surplus, $3,121,- 
932; surplus excluding expenditures for new 
construction and equipment, $3,344,281. 

The net earnings were $5,404,076, against 
$8,941,909 in 1884. The net earnings of its 
auxiliary lines for the year 1885 were $1,362,- 
774, against $1,847,265 in 1884. 

The company operates twenty-one brauch 
lines, in nineteen of which it has a controlling 
interest, although each bas independent or- 
gauizahon. The total mileage of these branch 
lines Dee. 31, 1885, was 2,687. The bonds out- 
standing amounted to $40,352,000, of which the 
Union Pacific owned $24,080,000, which cost 
the company $20,485,258. The total capital 
stock outstanding (par value) was $42,257,700, 
of which the Union Pacific owned $34,216,000, 
which cost it $11,562,334. 

The net earnings of these auxiliary lines for 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1885, amounted to 
81.868. 401. The annual interest on bonds was 
$2,604,110. On two roads dividends amounting 
to $51,000 were paid on stock, all of which, 
however, was owned by the Union Pacific Rai 
way Company, Making a total for the year of 
$2,665,110, or a deficit from the business of the 
year ot $1,288,618. That portion of the deficit, 
however, which .represents unpaid interest 
upon bonds owned by the Union Pacific Com- 
pany is a mere book account or a charge against 
the several auxiliary roads, payable from their 
future earnings, and not money actually vaid 
out by the Union Pacific Raliway Company. 

The Secretary of the Interior, in giving out 
this report today, made the following comment 
concerning the deficit indicated above:

The Central Iowa Rallway. 

A bill was filed in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday by the Central Trust Company 
of New York against the Central Iowa Rall 
way of Illinois and Iowa to foreclose a trust- 
deed for $1,517,000 on the Illinois Division of 
the road. The trust-deed was given Dec. 15, 
1882, to aid in the construction of the Lilinois 
Division, but the bonds which were be- 
cured thereby were signed by the fowa 
Division and payable in 1912, with 6 
per cent interest. In June, 1884, the Illinois 
Division executed a consolidated mortgage to 
scoure bonds issued by the low Division to 
take up all the previous bonds on both divis- 
ions, but this funding scheme has never been 
carried out. The Iilinois Division runs from 
Peoria through Peoria, Fulton, Knox, Warren, 
and Henderson Counties to Keithsburg, in 
Mercer County. An application was at once 
made to Judge Gresham, and dy consent of 
the road Ethelbert L. Dudley was appointed 
receiver, with the usual powers, under a bond 
for $50,000, 


From Indianapolis to Omaha. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 1.—(Special. |—Ar-

THE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


Efforts to Prevent the Spread of Disease 
Among Cattle—The Timber Culture, 

Wasuinortos, D. C., Dec. Norman J. Col- 
man, Commissioner of Agriculture, today sub- 
mitted hig second annual report to the Presi- 
dent. He describes in general terms the prog- 
ress made in agriculture Gurmg recent years 
and the conditions which contribute to make 
this “the best-fed nation on the globe.” He 
sets forth at length the benefits derived and to 
be expected from agricultural experiments. 
The report says: 

The stations and colleges of the several States 
are constantly urged to enlarged experiments 
and often find themselves striking new leads,“ 
which they cannot follow, all for want of means. 
Hence the general interest in the bill now before 
Congress For the establishment of agri- 
cultural experimental stations in connec- 
tion with the agricultural colleges,” and 
the revalent opinion of its importance 
and the desire for ite early enactment. No 
measure is now pending or proposed of ter 
import or bearing a brighter promise of deep- 
seated and lasting benefits to the agricultural 
interests of the United States in all their branches. 


In commenting upon the work of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry be describes the spread of 
pleuro-pneumonia and says: 


Every effort possible under the existing laws 
has been made to locate the deceased animals 
and isolate all that have been exposed. It would 
have been most fortunate if every animal ex- 
posed tothe disease and liable to contract it 
could have been summarily slaughtered and the 
con on thus eradicated. With a disease of 
this racter at Chic it has been truly said 
that the cattle industry of this country has 
reached a crisis. There can be no doubt that it 
will be soon and widely disseminated unless 
prompt and effectual action can be instituted 
tor ite speedy suppression. Even now it may 
have been scattered to some extent in the West, 
and the investigations of the next year will prob- 
ably bring other outbreaks to light. The matter 


is a most important one, overshadow- 
ing in —— all others affecting 
our agricultural population, and of 


vital interest also to every consumer of beef, of 
milk, of butter, and of cheese. To prevent the 
spread of this scourge, which has already greatly 
affected our foreign and inter-State commerce, 
additional legislation by Congress is now essen- 
tial. Much valuable work has already been done 
in Maryland, and the danger of the dissemina- 
tion of the contagion from that State has been 
greatly lessened. No work has been done in the 
State of New York, because it was evident that 
the appropriation was not sufficient to secure 
any favorable result there on account of the in- 
fection. The disease also exists in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and Virginia, but the State au- 
thorities have not yet accepted the rules and 
regulations of the department for codperation. 
I greatly regret the necessity of announcing the 
existence of this dangerous disease over sucha 
wide area, but the serious results to be appre- 
hended from it make it imperative that the truth 
should be known, in order that such legislative 
action may be taken as is indicated by the emer- 
gency. 

Upon forestry, he says that there is practical- 
ly no reproduction attempted or forest-plant- 
ing done worth meguoning in comparison with 
the enormous annual consumption. The report 
continues: 


As a first step of reform undoubtedly the land 
policy of the United States in the timbered re- 
gions requires a change according to the condi- 
tions of those localities. Besides the good ex- 
ample which the Government may set in taking 
better care of its dwn timber lands it might ap- 
propriately extend its operations by planting on 
u large scale in several contiguous sections in the 
treeless States and Territories of the West. The 
military reservations in these States owned by 
the Gencral Government would form a most de- 
sirable field of operation. Only by such exten- 
sive planting can a desirable modification of the 
extremes of climate on the Western plains be 
expected. 

The Commissioner calls. attention to the 
need of a fund to be used in sending specialists 
to foreign countries in response to invitations 
to take purt in scientific investigations of all 
sorts. He thinks reports made trom the 
standpoint of the needs of this country in- 
stead of from the foreign view would be very 
valuapie, n 


A Collision on the Northern Pacific. 

GLYNDON, Miun., Dec, 1.—There was a col- 
lision this morning at 8 o’clock on the Nortu- 
ern Pacific between maii-train No. 1 and east- 
bound passenger No. 60nacurve two miles 
west of Muskoda. Both locomotives were 
smashed and the mall-car of No. I was burned. 
Conductor Eldred and the engineer and fre- 
man of No. 6 were all slightiy bruised about 
the bead, and Mail-Agent Linnen was similariy 
hurt, besides a dislocation of the sboulder.

Good by Those Who Voted It—The Late 
George Chandler's Estate—A Damage 
Suit Against Police-Captain Schaack— 
Damages Wanted from a Hackman. 


Judge Bagby yesterday decided the case of 
8. D. Ward, receiver of the Republic Life 
Insurance Company, against J. Alder EBlila, 
Emerson W. Peet, Samuel M. Nickerson, J. v. 
Farwell, John M. Butler, and George ©. Clarke 
to recover $28,208 alleged to have been iliegal- 
ly paid to Farweil fur salary as President of the 
insurapece company. It was claimed that 
Nickerson, Peet, Ellis, Butier, and Clarke were 
the Finance Committee, ana that June 14, 1876, 
they voted to pay Farwell the above sum, and 
as officers also of the National Life-Insurance 
Company they voted to pay him $5,208 tor like 
services for that company; that such sums were 
paid out of the assets of the Repubiic Insur- 
ance Company when it was insolvent, and 
hence were illegally paid and could be recov- 
ered back. Farwell claimed that in January, 
1876, be had made an agreement with Nicker- 
son, Peet, and Ellis tor the sale of his stock to 
them for $26.50 a share, or $66,000, and that 
this $28,000 was part of the consideration for 
the stock, though he was not aware it came 
from Fhe treasury of the Republic Company. 
The other deiehdants pieaded the bar of the 
statute of limitations, as so long a time bad 
elapsed since the payment was made that its 
legality could not be attacked. 

The Judge heid that the contract between 
Farwell and the Finance Committee meant 
something very different from what it stated 
on iis face—it meant the payment to Farwell 
of a salary amounting to $23,416. If the con- 
tract did not mean woat it said, it looked as 
though there was an attempt at concealment, 
There was enough in the contract itself to ex- 
cite one’s suspicions that there was some 
ulterior purpose in tne matter, and that was a 
purpose to get control of the company, and a 
control in such sbape asto prevent any inter- 
ference with the purpose of wreckage. If the 
contract only intended to give Farwell a salary 
it wae lilegal and void as against the creditors 
of thecompany. If Farweil did combine with 
the parties in such a scheme he ought to be 
held for whatever iabiiity occurred after- 
ward, unless they were relieved by the 
statute of limitations. But the evidence 
went to show that Farwell was nota party to 
the concealment or the fraud which was 
practiced on the sharebolders and creditors of 
the company. The acts of the three principal 
detendants—Nickerson, Peet, and Ellis, how- 
ever, were not ot such acbaracter that any 
legal presumptions should be indulged in their 
favor. They were in possession, and had 
sought possession persistently and ingeniously 
had worked their way into the citadel of the 
corporation, and sat quietly down with a view 
of wrecking it to their own profit. Whether 
they did actually wreck it or not was 
not material They paid a rich price 
to get there. They were not io a position to 
invoke the statute of limitations. The contract 
corroborated their deciarations, and they could 
not escape from the legal consequences of 
their act. Farwell, however, could not be held 
to be personally liable for the voting of the 
salary. The evidence did not show he entered 
into the original conspiracy or did aay, act 
that would bind him. It did not appear bd bad 
ever received any money, but the three de- 
fendants—Nickerson, Peet, and Ellis—had re- 
ta ned the benefit of it among themselves. It 
might be considerea as having been paid Oct. 
80, 1876, according to the books. The suit 
was brought within five years alter the re- 
ceiver discovered the fraud, and the statute of 
limitations did not apply. The decree would 
be tmat Nickerson, Peet, and Ellis repay the 
$23,208 with interest trom Oct. 30, 1876, and if 
the amount could not be made from them, then 
the other two defendants, Butier and Ciarke, 
must be held liable. They were directors of 
the company and should not be allowed to 
escape because they derived no actual benefit. 
The amount with interest foots up about $37,- 
000. Messrs. Hutchinson & Luff appeared for 
the receiver, J. N. Jewett for Farwell, and W. 
C. Goudy and W. A. Montgomery for the other 
detendants. 


The Estate of George Chandler, the Lawyer. 

Elizabeth C. Chandler, widow of the late 
George Chandler, took out letters testamentary 
on his estate yesterday from the Probate 
Court. The real estate owned by the deceased 
is placed at $50,000 and bis personal property 
at $7,000. The will leaves $5,000 to the 
testator’s stepmother, Helen M. Chandler; the 
guns, fishing tackle, etc., belonging to the de- 
ceased, and money already advanced, to his 
brother Samuel, who lived with nim on Ontario 
street; his balf of a fruit farm at St. Joseph, 
Mich., is left in trust for bis adopted daughter, 
May. All the rest of the property is leftto 
the executrix, bie widow. James J. Noble is 
appointed executor and the petitioner exec- 
utrix, and no bond is required of them, 


He Took Out $2 In Blows. 

Susan L. Jenks took a back at the corner of 
Madison and Clark streets to go to ber home 
at No, 656 Fulton street. When there the 
driver, James Monahan, demanded $2. She 
offered him 81. but this he refused, and, she 
alleges, went at her with his fists, strikmg ber 
repeatediy with his whip, and tearmg out 
quantities of ber hair. finally knocking her 
down and kicking ber. He was fined ina 
criminal action, and yesterday a civil suit for 
$6,000 was ou trial before Judge Hawes.

Police-Captain Schaack was begun before 
Judge Hawes yesterdays, She alieges thai the 
Captain publicly said: 

You [Mrs. Bennett] have sworn to a lie and I 
can proveit. You are a 4 You area 
bad, mean woman, and ought to behung. You 
are a murderer; you murdered Ryan's hus- 
band. You area dis to the neighborhood 
in which you live, and you are encouraging your 
children to commit crime. 

As to the charge of murder, the boy Mattie 
sold Ryan a watch which proved to have been 
stolen. Ryan was tried, and his spirits never 
recovered from the disgrace of the accusa- 
tion. Hedrank himself to death, it is said. 
* The whole th.“ remarked an officer, 16 
just to spite the Captain for tellmg Mrs. Ryan 
to keep her boy away from Mattie Bennett, 
who was no fit company for him.” Mrs. Ben- 
nett wants $10,000 damages.

Ir is reported that about fifty prominent 
dealers in grain, doing business in this city, 
New York, Baltimore, and other points, 
have formed an organization for the purpose 
of carrying thelr own insurance on grain in 
registered warehouses.

It is not improbable that this movement will 
cause somewhat of a revolution in the in- 
surance business, as the premiums paid have 
formed a rather large part of the receipts of 
some of our insurance companies, and the 
risk has always proved to be a good one in 
this city, whether so considered or not.

These bonds were first issued in 1865, but 
up to July, 1866, only $6,000,000 worth were 
outstanding, The principal issues were 
made between 1868 and 1870. Hence none 


and the larger portion will mature some 
years later. ‘The holders cannot be forced 
to accept payment of these bonds before the 
dates mentioned without a breach of con- 
tract and violation of good faith. 

It is important to note that the Pacific 
railroad bonds are not strictly a debt of the 
United States, but that the Government 
stands practically in the relation of an in- 
dorser with mortgage security. The act of 
July, 1862, authorizing the issue of the 
bonds, provided also that on the refusal or 
‘failure of sald company to redeem said 
bonds, or any part of them, when required 
‘* so to do by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
„in accordance with the provisions of this 
“act, . . . the said road may be taken 
** possession of by the Secretary of the Treas- 
‘tury for the use and benefit of the United 
“States.” It is perfectly clear, therefore, 
that the Government gave the Union and the 
other Pacific companies thirty years from the 
date of issue in Which to redeem the bonds, 
and it cannot sooner cancel these obli- 
gations and foreclose its mortgage unless 
the companies violate their charters and 
agreements. At least, such a course 
would amount to partial repudiation of a 
contract on the part of the Government. 
The credit-strengthening act, which was 
adopted in 1869, seven years after Congress 
authorized the issue of the Pacifie railroad 
bonds, was not intended to impair any pre- 
vious obligation of the Government, and its 
provision for the payment of securities he- 
fore maturity applied only to a certain class 
which, in accordance with their terms, be- 
came redeemable at the option of the Treas- 
ury Department some years before they were 
fully matured. These obligations are now 
practically extinguished, and it can hardly be 
claimed that the provision in question was 
intended to have a retroactive effect and to 
impair a prior contract of the Government. 
The Pacific railroad bonds are primarily the 
debt of the roads, and the Government can- 
not assume to pay them and enforce its mort- 
gage until the expiration of the thirty years 
if the companies perform their charter obli- 
gations. 

There is no escape from the conclusion 
that as soon as the 3 per cents are retired the 
Government must suspend debt-paying for a 
number of years and wait until its obliga- 
tions become due. The only feasible and 
honest method of avoiding a vast accumula- 
tion of idle funds in the Treasury and a con- 
sequent practical contraction of the cur- 
rency is to cut off $100,000,000 annual tariff 
taxes and leave the money in the hands of 
the people. It such action is not taken the 
people will be heavily taxed solely to in- 
crease a needless Treasury hoard and bring 
about a destructive currency constriction. 
Such is the manner in which this momentous 
question presents itself before Congress, and 
the emergency is such that it must be met 
without delay. 


THE CORN SUPPLY. 

The understanding of the trade in corn 

seems to be undergoing a radical change in 
regard to the question of supply. There was 
a considerable excitement early in the sum- 
mer, due to the belief that the crop of this 
year would prove to be a very short one, but 
it gradually. died out-with an increasing con- 
viction that the surplus from the last crop 
would be amply sufficient to make amends 
for the deficiency. Now the sentiment is 
again changing. The disposition is to think 
that the crop has been considérably over- 
estimated by the statisticians, and that it is 
really poor all over the corn-belt except in 
Ohio and Indiana, which States. have been 
shipping very freely to the East for the last 
few weeks. 
The receipts at this point are light, with 
very little prospect of un increase at present 
prices. The figures now offered are not at- 
tractive to holders in the country, especially 
not to those who can obtain several cents per 
bushel more by selling to feeders near home 
or farther West, than by sending it hither. 
The surplus of Kansas and Western Ne- 
braska is going to Texas and the cattle 
ranches of the West, unusually large quanti- 
ties of it being wanted to supplement the 
lack of grass feed owing to the dryness ot 
the summer season. It is now reported that 
a buyer’s option during November was pur- 
chased on vast quantities of corn in cribs 
along the Western roads, and that in 
most cases the buyers have elected 
to take the corn, which accounts for 
the extra demand witnessed in this market 
within the last few days. People who have 
surveyed the situation with experienced eyes 
express the opinion that the four States 
which have in other years stood at the head 
in regard to corn-raising will be found this 
year to have little more than enongh for 
home needs, No one can deny that the re- 
cent weather has been favorabie to the mar- 
keting of corn freely, or that what there is 
of it is generally cured into fine condition for 
the season. If the holders wanted to sell at 
the prices offered they have not lacked the 
opportunity. 

It will probably be found that the country 
as a whole has enough corn to tide it over till 
the time comes round for gathering another 
crop. If the latest Government estimate be 
considered too lage by as much as 250,000,- 
000 bushels, it would still leave a quantity 
raised this year equal to that which used to 
be allowed in the estimates for the current 
consumption of the United States during 
twelve months, with surplus from 1885 
as a reserve fund to be druun upon for ex- 
tras. But those extras appear to be much 
larger this vent than in the average of past 
seasons. There are more live stock to be 
fed, and all the more asa great many cattle 
and hogs were kept back on account of the 
strike, while they were already fattened up to 
a stage from which they would rapidly de- 
teriorate unless kept well supplied with corn. 
The two sides ot the question would there 
fore appear to be nearly evenly balanced 
around the conclusion that the country has 
corn enough and very little to spare, 
Whether or not it is worth while, under such 
conditions, for holders to keep on selling it 
at prices whieh pay little more than ‘the 
freight to the shipper is for the parties con-

The appeal of these women urging legis- 
lative prohibition is futile. No such bill if 
enacted could be enforced in a community 
like this, where nine-tenths of the working- 
men and other citizens are opposed to it. 
Mere paper prohibition does more harm than 
good. But the moral and economical argu- 
ment contained in the address should carry 
weight and exert an influence on the minds 
of those to whom it is addressed, as it can- 
not be controverted. The patronage of 
liquor shops lays an enormous tax upon the 
wages of the workmgmen. It means, as the 
appeal says, less flour in the barrel, less 
coal in the cellar, and less clothing for the 
“laborer’s family.” It means more than 
this. It means fewer homes owned by 

less domestic happiness, 
constantly increasing incapacity for work, 


ultimate loss of work. It often means 
brutal treatment of wife and children, viola- 
lation of laws, and punishment therefor. It 
means ultimate poverty, brutality, misery, 
and crime, and loss of situation, of intelli- 
gence, of character, and of self-respect. It 
means so much—this love of strong drink 
that it would be vastly profitable for work- 
ingmen, if they must contribute hundreds of 
millions of their earnings every year for the 
support of the saloons, to make the keepers 
a present of the money without asking for 
any alcoholic return. It would be money in 
the workingman's pocket for him to send his 
weekly contribution to the dramshop or drug 
store and not take the liquor. He would 
then only throw away his money. He is now 
throwing away both his money and himself, 
as well as his home, and purchasing with his 
wages the liquor that is constantly diminish- 
ing his ability to earn wages and is getting 
him into trouble with his employers. If 
workingmen were wise they would give heed 
to this appeal of the women to stop spending 
their earnings for liquor. If they would do 
so they would soon find themselves in pos- 
session of the most sovereign remedy for 
labor troubles. 


A CHANCE FOR MEXICO. 

lt is announced that our Mexican sister 
Republic in the Southwest has adopted a 
constitutional amendment abolishing inter- 
State duties on imports. This, which is at 
once foreign and domestic news, is the most 
significant item of intelligence which has 
passed over the wires for many aday. It 
means a new day in the commercial inter- 
course between the United States and Mex- 
ico, with millions in it for our American 
manufacturers; but what is of far more con- 
sequence, it means an era of progress for 
Mexico, That country has shared only in the 
faintest and most remote degree in the fruits 
of modern thought and inventions, and the 
surprise is that, with its series of Chinese 
walls and Tariffa castles manned by robbers 
under the guise of custom-house officers, it 
got on as well as it did. One has only to 
imagine this country cursed with a cordon of 
custom-houses all along every State border 
taking toll of every consignment of goods at 
each State line crossed to form an idea of 
the condition of Mexico and the reason it has 
thus far been pitifully destitute of the com- 
forts of life. 

Our constitutional fathers were wise 
énough to prohibit not only an export duty, 
but to make it forever impossible for a State 
or a municipality to levy any tax on com- 
merce. The United States enjoys absolute 
free trade within all of its wide limits 
except the one duty levied by the 
General Government, and our free-list is 
long. It is perfectly safe to say that from 
the practical adoption of inter-State free 
trade Mexico will enter upon an era of pros- 
perity wholly unprecedented in all its his 
tory. Railroads are penetrating that Repub- 
hie and linking it with the United States, and 
the abolition of these duties at State lines 
was indispensable to any considerable traffic. 
If imports designed for the Chicago market 
had to pay duties to New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana, and perhaps to 
Michigan, en route to their destination, as 
well as a Federal duty, our foreign trade 
would be almost a minus quantity. If it 
were not for her mines, which have yielded 
over three billions of dollars, Mexico would 
have been almost as effectually cut off from 
. intercourse with the commercial world as 
Corea is now and Japan was formerly. There 
could be no other barrier against trade like 
inter-State duties. 

Independent of her mines Mexico is a 
highly-favored country. The climate of 
the great table lands is almost ideally de 
lightful, and the soil is adapted to a 
great variety of fruits and other products 
which the United States would gladly 
buy at good figures if only it could pay 
for them with such manufactured articles 
as Mexico really needs. Hitherto the 
tariffs have been not only numerous and 
high, but the policy of administration has 
been absolutely barbarous and suicidal. The 
Sioux scalps his enemy, but the policy of 
Mexico has been to lift the hair of friends 
bearing to her the gifts of civilized life. It 
is not to be expected that all this will be 
changed at the tap of a drum, but it is 
reasonable to expect radical tariff reform to 
be effected by the constitutional amendment 
and the public sentiment which led to its 
adoption.

Tux extraordinary statement made in the 
influential and serious Paris Temps (which 
appeared in Tae Trmune of yesterday) 
showing the astounding annual deficits of 
France, confirms ali that has been said of the 
dangerous financial condition of that country. 
The tables of receipts and expenditures 
from 1874 to the present year tell the story 
with sufficient emphasis. The twelve years’ 
deficit could not have been paid with the 
whole American surpluses. It 1s estimated 
that the deficit of the coming year will be 
700,000,000 francs, or $140,000,000! Mean- 
while her national debt has increased at the 
rate of $120,000,000 per annum for ten years 
past. In other words, France is practically 
bankrupt. She has plunged deeper and 
deeper into debt every year for the benefit of 
tax-eaters. She has burdened herself with 
these enormous expenses to placate the Reds 
and find public work for dissatisfied labor 


and hence constantly decreasing wages and 


classes on the one hand, and on the other | 
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to provide tens of thousands of officeseekers 


with sineeure places. So-called public works, 
like pier, wharf, street, avenue, and park 
improvements and the erection of bridges, 
buildings, and pleasure-resorts, none of them 
needed and none of them of any reproductive 
value, have consumed hundreds of millions 
of money. Hundreds of millions more have 
been spent on forts, ordnance, and ammuni- 
tion with which to menace Germany, and 
upon ironelads in competition with the En- 
glish navy, and millions upon millions 
thrown away in foreign expeditions and 
colonial acquisitions of no immediate and of 
doubtful prospective value. The only way 
out of this frightful financial dilema would be 
to reduce interest and cut down expenditures 
by the most rigid economy. But what 
French statesman has the courage to propose 
it? The President is nothing more than a 
figurehead, and the members of the As- 
sembly are time-serving and spoils-seeking 
politicians, And thus France drifts on to 
financial ruin! at

Anarchistic Impudence and Mendacity. 

The Socialistic branch of the Knights of 
Labor continue te denounce the verdict against 
Spies, Lines, Parsons, and their fellows, im- 
pudentiy and falsely asserting, as Assemblies 
Nos. 24 and 67 did Tuesday night, that it is an 
outrage upon common justice, an assault 
upon free speech and the right of the people 
to peaceably assemble for the discussion of 
their grievances."" This, of course, assumes 
that under what is called by the Anarchists 
the “right of free speech" men can incite to 
arson, pillage, riot, and murder without being 
held responsible for the result of their incite- 
ments. Unfortunately for those persons the 
law ot this State, made fifty years ago and 
founded on the Constitution, holds that any 
person who “advises or encourages any crime 
is equally guilty with the person who commits 
it. It was under this law that Spies and his 
fellows were convicted of murder. They open- 
ly advised the use of dynamite from the 
public platform and in the columns 
of thei organ. One of their confederates, 
ecting On thelr advice, did murder eight 
persons one night. Hence the advisers, in 
accordance with the law, were held equally 
guilty with the confederate who threw the 
fatal bomb. The verdict was based oo this 
law. The prisoners had a patient hearing. 
Great care was taken in the selection of a jury. 
Nine hundred and eighty-one men were ex- 
amined before the twelve were obtained. 
Eleven of the twelve jurors—(Cole, Randall. 
Denker, Todd, Osborne, Adams, Greiner, 
Hamilton, Ludwig, Brayton, and Reed—were 
accepted by the attorneys for the defense be- 
fore Mr. Grinnell or the attorneys for the Siate 
und a chance to ask a solitary question. The 
twelfth juror, Sanford, was chalienged avow- 
edly on a technical point s0 as to make a case 
for the Supreme Court, which bien tribunal 
has yet to pass on the justice of the veraict, 
the correctness of Judge Gary's rulings, and 
the general conduct of the trial. The An- 
archist sympathizers have not the decency to 
wait for this decision of the Supreme tribunal.

Ags for 
the witress Gilmer, though bis evidence was 
not In the least shaken by the cross-examina- 
tion, itis also doubtful whether, not being 
corroborated, it had much weight with the 
jury. The verdict was arrived at on other and 
more substantial testimony. The statements 
made about Balliff Price have never been sub- 
stantiated. It bas been proved to be utterly 
and maliciously false. Price, by the way, did 
not appear in the case until more than hat 
the jurors had been acceptea by the defense, 
and then the change was made to him at the 
instance of the counsei for the defense. 

All those Kaights of Labor resociuuons ap- 
pear, by the way, to be the product of one 
source. They doubtless originate with the 
Committee of Twenty-one or in the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung Office, and they are adopted unthink- 
ingly by men who do not comprenend their 
meaning or their force or who bave forgotten 
the facte in the case.

NEWS FROM THE CREAM CITY. 


Grottkau Upon Trial—Trying to Remove a 
Police-Lieutenant. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Deo. 1,—[Special.}|—The 
trial of Grottkau and Moessinger was resumed 
before Judge Sloan today, and considerabie in- 
teresting evidence brought out by the prose- 
cution relative to the Muwaukee Garden riots 
and the labor meetings previously held at that 
place, where Grottkau is said to have deliv- 
erea incendiary speeches and urged his 
listeners to acts of violence which terminated 
so seriously. The t witness called this fore- 
noou— Albert Hoppe. a carpenter—attended 
&meeting at the garden May 4 and beard 
Grottkau address the crowd. He testified that 
Grottkau’s speech was incendiary in its nature. 

One witness, who when before the grand 
jury testified that Grottkau urged the crowd 
to “take arms and powder, go down to Bay 
View, and destroy the property of capitalists, *’ 
was today unabie to recollect for a certainty 
whether he bad beard those words spoken or 
not. 

By permission of Judge Sloan a copy of 
Lieut. Burges’ testimony in the riot cases tried 
last week has been taken tor Robert Schiilmg, 
the labor agitator. This testimony is to be 
used against Burges in an effort to secure his 
removal from office. This result is sought by 
the labor unions of the city upon the claim 
that Burges, who was in command of the po- 
lice at Milwaukee Garden at the time of the 
riot, was lacking in good judgment and over- 
stepped his autbority. Lieut. Burges said to- 
day that be did not bropose to resign, and that 
when he led the police to Milwaukee Garden 
be was under orders to disperse the crowd, 
and merely did his duty. He did not believe 
the Mayor would order au investigation. 

Two new companies were today equipped. 
manned, and placed in the fire department 
service by Chief Foley. The fourteen new 
men required for these companies were se- 
lected from the list of successful applicants at 
a recent competitive examination conducted 
by the Fire and Police Commission.

FIRE IN A NEWSPAPER OFFICE. 


The Milwaukee Herald“ Building Dam- 
aged by Flames—Other Losses. 
MitwAvuKkesg, Wis., Dec. 1.—|Special.|—A fire 
occurred in the Herald Building tonight. The 
fire originated in a basement storeroom and 


spread almost instantly to all parts of the bis 
five-story block, eating its way through the 
partitions. The printers, who oceupy the fifth 
floor, were nearly suffocated by smoke before 
they reached the ground. being obliged to grope 
their way to the street through a cramped 
stairway. The elevator shaft was filled witr 
smoke and flame. There was a high wind at 
the time, and the thermometer registered 4° 
below zero. The steamers in the dis 
triet were at another fire several blocks 
away when the alarm was turned in, Pea- 
cock’s undertaking establishment and the 
Press Club rooms were slightly damaged. The 
loss to building, stock, and machinery will be 
$5,000. 


Caught from an Overheated Smokestack. 

The larire one-story kindlimg factory at No. 
441 North Branch street, owned by Smith & 
Bugier, and known as the Chicago Fuel Com- 
pany, caught fire yesterday morning from an 
overheated smokestack and was damaged to 
the extent of $2,000, which is fully covered by 
insurance.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND NOT IN GOOD 
HUMOR AT PRESENT, 


Worrying Over the Message—Some Revela- 
tions Promised in Real-Estate Transac- 
tions—The Indian Sapply Depot—His- 
cock’s Tobaceo Bill—Tariff— Schemes 
General News from the National Capt- 
tal. 


WASmINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special.]—The 
President is in bad humor. He has the rbeu- 
matism, is said to be irritable towards his 
Cabinet family when they make suggestions 
about the message, snuts off tae public recep- 
tions entirely, and is reported to swoar at the 
White-House servants. His: temper is not 
likely to be bettered by the talk that has 
broken out afresh over the Stone and Benton 
removals. The publication of extracts from 
Benton's speeches abusing the President was 
agreed to place the Missouri Democrat in pre- 
cisely the same situation as the Pennsylvania 
Republican if Mr. Cleveland's letter to Stone 
were to be taken for a guide. The editorial 
demand of a New York mugwump paper that 
Benton be atonce removed was taken for a 
formal notice that the mugwumps couldn't 
swallow any more crow. This pleased the 
Democrats immensely. They say now the 
President can't belp throwmg these allies 
overboard. They don’t sympathize much with 
Mr. Cleveland in the mess he bas made for 
bimself, Most of the Democrats who bad opin- 
ions to express on the subject toaay thought 
the President's way of putting himself ia bar- 
mony with his party had been a mistake, as it 
would bave been much easier to base Stone’s 
removal purely on political grounds. But as 
the President bad, in the language of a 
Hoosier statesman, got chere, they didn't 
care how soon be broke with the mugwumps. 

He Promises Revelativus. 

George A. Armes, the real-estate man who 
bad Oak View on his books before the owner 
sold it to President Cleveland, and who has 
brought suit for the recovery of the pervent- 
ages on the sale, says be will make public 
some startiing facts during the trial for the re- 
covery of his commission. He claims that 
Green, the owner, and the President were 
brought together by Marsbal A. A. Wilson. 
He promises to prove that Wilson was con- 
nected with the syndicate running a great deal 
of property near Oak View, and used his 
friendship with the President to effect the sale 
and improve the value of the syndicate’s 
property. It was said that Wilson did not own 
property in the vicinity until after the 
President decided to take Oak View, 
but be made purchases before that fact 
became known. Armes, after the property 
had bees placed in his bands for sale, relin- 
quished it to Green again for a consideration 
of $100. A few days ago alicense was refused 
John Schuman to keep a saloon on the Ten- 
nallytown road near the President's cottage. 
Schuman made a big kick, and bas been notr 
fied that if he would open a grocery store he 
would be granted a license to keep liquors on 
sale. It is understood that the reason 
for this peculiar decision is that the 
property-owners thought a grocery store 
front would not depreciate the value of prop- 
erty so much us a saloon. Schuman has been 
keeping a saloon for a long time, and declares 
the people in the uaeighborbood would rather 
have the President sell his property and move 
away than be cut off from their beer, 

The Indian Warehouse. 

The delegation from the New York Chamber 
of Commerce went before Commissioner At- 
kins today to show why the Indian Warenouse 
should remain waere it is. The greatest rivairy 
exists between the representatives from New 
York, St. Louis, and Kansas City, all of whom 
are on the ground, and the papers submitted 
by ench bave bad the closest scrutiny by the 
others. Any other cities wishing to compete 
for the location will be allowed to do so. Com- 
missioner Atkins says that if the Chicago deic- 
gation wishes to return and make additional 
state ments, or answer the arguments presented 
by the other cities, it will have an opportunity 
until Dec. 9. 

Morrison's Talk. 

In an interview, Col. Morrison, who arrived 
in the city tonight, says: 

There is just the same necessity for tariff legis- 
lation now that there wasin the first session of 
the present Congress, fn fact it is more urgent as 
we approach the time when there will be no 
debt to which we can apply the surplus revenue. 

In reply to a question as to the chances for 
the passage of his Tariff Reform bill, Morrison 
suid he bad mo reason to believe the views ot 
the House bad changed, 


Hiscock's Tobacco BIIL 

Representative Hiscock of New York has 
the floor when the House meets. He will take 
advantage of it to call up his Sumatra Tobac- 
co bill. Hiscock bas a larre number of smal! 
tobacco-growers in bis district, like those of 
Northern Illinois and Southern Wisconsin, who 
have been heavy sufferers by the frauds of the 
Dutch syndicates which control the Sumatra 
trade. Morrison wouidn't let any of the bilis 
to correct the evil Gome up at the last session, 
bat be may not be so successful this time. 

Cleveland and the Tariff 

The President will in his message insist upon 
a fulfillment of the pledge made at Chicago in 
1884, that * the Democratic party is pleaged to 
revise.the tariff in a spirit of fairness to all 
jnterests. In his last message be referred to 
this subject, but in a general way. This year 
be will, at greater length and in a more spe- 
eile manner, point out the necessity of reliev- 
ing the people of the burden of war taxes. 

The Dakota Governorship. 

Judge Creighton of Springfield, III., is bere. 
The Lilinois politicians say be brings along 
paperé urging the claims of bis old law par- 
ner, Alfred Orendorf, for the Dakota Governor- 
Ship. The Dakota Democrats who lately pro- 
tested against films che Territorial offices with 
outsiders, “especially Minnesotans,’’ do not 
look kindly on Orendorf’s candidacy, though 
they would take him in preference to one of 
their hated neighbors. Their man, however, 
is M. H. Day, the candidate for Delegate to 
Congress who polled an unexpectedly large 
Democratic vote. He and Orendort are about 
the only prominent candidates. Congress mau 
Springer is hopeful that Orendorf wil be suc- 
cessiul. 


REVENGED ON A SHYLOCK. 


Reasons Given for the Murder of Maj. Me- 
Kee in Louisiana. 

BAro Rovers, La., Dec. 1.—Gov. McEnery 
will tomorrow promulgate a proclamation of- 
fering a reward of $1,000 for the arrest of per- 
sons who, during the night of Nov. 28, mur- 
dered Maj. John McKee and a colored woman 
in the employ of S. J. Witkowski, a Represeat- 
ative from the Parish of West Carroll. and set 
fire to and totally destroyed the latter's bouse, 
by which both bodies were consumed. Wit- 
kowski escaped from the grasp of the outiawée 
under the cover of night. 

The States this evening published an inter- 
view with Newland Holmes, a resident of Chi- 
cot County, Arkansas, adjoining West Carroll 
Parish, rewarding the matter. Holmes says 
the whole affair is the result of personal feel- 
ing between Simon Witkowski and the farmers 
in that section. Witkowski, he said, came into 
West Carroll with his brother Julius just be- 
fore the late War. They were lsraelite 
peddlers from Poland. They made their 
headquarters at the Davis plantation and 
eventually boran to feel much at home. 
Davis died just before the close of the War 
and Julius married Mrs. Davis, from whom he 
was divorced a few years afterwards. The 
daughter of Mrs. Davis married Simon, the 
bero of the present case. The two brothers 
at once absorbed the interest of the Davis 
plantation and established their country store 
near Caledonia. Then they began systematic 
plans for securing confessed jucgments from 
persons who addressed themselves to them for 
advances on crops, in lieu of chattel mort 
gages—not recognized in Louisiana. By these 
means they secured powerful political iuflu- 
ence dy having those persons more or 
less Obi'gated to them support them in 
West Carroll. But the result was an 
uprising of the people against the 
wrongs under which they nad suffered 
for the last twenty years. There could be no 
legal remedy for those people, as the Wit- 
kowskis could pack juries and other branches 
ot the local judiciary to their satisfaction. 

In regard to Maj. McKee, the agent and 
bookkeeper who was killed, it was said he was 
the creature of the Witkowskis, having beon 
appointed a Justice of the Peace through their 
influences to aid them in their plans. Mr. 
Holmes says that the dispatcbes in the New 
Orieans papers about people being outlaws, 
Jesperadoes, and about a mob lying in wait 
for $2,000, alleged to be expected by Witkow- 
ski, are all bosh and nonsense.

GEN. HOWARD'S REPORT. 


The Pacific Coast Defenseless—San Fran- 
cisco Could Easily Be Shelled. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 1.—Maj.-Gen. O. 
O. Howard, commanding the Division of the Pa- 
cific, has submitted his annual report to the Ad- 
jutant General for the information of the 
Lieutenant-General commanding the Army of 
the United States. Referring to means of de- 
fepvse against the possivie invasion of the 
Pacific coast Gen. Howard says: 


The forts are not in order; they are not manned 
with guns of proper calibre, and, what is worse. 
there are no guns of the right size and power in 
the whole country to bring here. There should 
be a plant on this coast and speedy preparation 
for making suitable guns. Other means of de- 
fense ought not to be delayed. Shells could 
easily be thrown from the neighborhood of the 
Cliff House, outside the harbor, to every part of 
San Francisco, and, without exceeding modern 
ranges, could be dropped into Oakland. I there- 
fore recommend that money be appropriated so 
that good torpedo defenses may be planted, that 
feet torpedo boats may be constructed, and that 
the guns now lying around the harbor be properly 
mounted, and that two floating batteries be 
built and anchored, as suggested by the Board of 
Inspectors appointed under the act of Congress 
of March 3, 1885. 


Extreme Religious Views Cause a Separa- 
tion. 

HALtrAx., N. 8., Dec. 1.—[Special.]—Four- 
teen years aso Prof. Sumichrast married the 
widow of Lieut. Almon, an officer of the 
British army, who belonged to one of the old- 
est families of this city. Before their marriage 
Sumichrast told his betrothed tnat in his 
youth, in Europe, he had married a French 
lady, but that, the union proving unhappy, 
they had been divorced. He had never 
heard trom her since and deheved ber 
dead. Mre. Almon was perfectiy satisfied. 
Two years ago Sumichrast was converted, em- 
braced most extreme and austere views of 
religious duty on marriage and divorce, and 
became lay reader in St. Luke’s Cathedral. 
He learned that his first wife was still 
living, though married to a Freuen officer in 
Algiers, and immediately resolved that he 
could not conscientiously continue to live with 
his second wife. He explained the situation 
to her last night, and she agreed that their 
duty to the church was tbe bighest law and 
they separated.

A DISGRACE TO THE STATE. 


The Journals of the House in Late Years— 
Organized Idiocy in Office. 

CH AGO. Nov. 80.—| Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—OContinuing the subject of my communica- 
tion in yesterday's Tuin unn, I come now to 
notice the journal of two yearaago. It buds 
and biossoms on almost every with organ- 
ized idiocy. It is well, perhaps, that this 
idicoy became apparent in the early part of 
the session, for those who were particularly 
interested in lexislauon had their attorneys on 
band to see that the record was so made up 
that it would stand the test of the courts. 
During the session three members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly died, but the Recording Clerk 
voted each and every one of them weeks after 
they were laid in their graves. The House 
passed resolutions calling upon the Secretary 
of State and the Auditor for certain infor ma- 
tion. There was no response by cither of those 
officers. Weeks afterwards the House passed 
resolutions declaring: 

WHEREAS, No — has yet been made to 
such resolutions, an 

WHEREAS. This state of facts, if permitted to 
continue, the public to believe that we 
are afraid to investigate; and 

WHEREAS, Such a belief on the part of the 
public might have a tendency to do great injus- 
tice, etc., etc. 

Now, the fact was that the officers mentioned 
never bad official notice of the resolutions, 
the intelligent cierk never for a moment sup- 
posing that it was bis business to lay before 
them a copy of the resolutions. 

To illustrate the style of the iliustrious Clerk 
of the last House, I copy from page 106 the 
following: 

Mr. Crafts moved that the roll be called, and 
that as each name be called the member have the 
privilege of introducing two bills. 

Mr. Cronkrite moved that House bill No. 3 be 
referred to the proper committee when ap- 
pointed. 

The motion was iost. 

Mr. Fuller moved that House bill No. 8 be read 
and ordered printed and to a second reading. 

The motion prevail and the bill was read 
and ordered printed and to a nd reading. 

Mr. Harper moved to amend Mr. Craft's mo- 
tion by making the numberof bilis three. 

The motion. was lost. 

Mr. Crafts renewed his motion that the roll be 
called and each member be entitled to introduce 
two bills. 

The motion prevailed. 

Now, is it to be supposea that any such pro- 
ceedings as the above ever transpired in an 
lilinols House of Represeatatives? Oan it be 

ible that Mr. Crafts was recognized by the 
peaker and that he made a motion that the 
roll be called for the purpose indicated, and 
that before the Speaker could put the motion 
Mr. Cronkrite came bounding into the arena 
with a motion of an entirely cifferent cbharac- 
ter, and the Speaker, forgetting all about Mr. 
Crafts’ motion, proceeds to recognize Mr. 
Cronkrite and put nis motion, and, after 
be was knocked out, still refus- 
ing to notice Mr. Crafts, kindly en- 
tertains the motion of Mr. Fuller 
to the extent of baving a bill read and ordered 
printed, and to a second readimg, and, still le- 
noring Mr. Crafts, entertains a motion from 
Mr. Harper to amend the motion of Mr. Crafts, 
whiob, by the way, bas not yet deen enter- 
tained, but after Harper gets knocked out try- 
ine to amend Crafts motion, then up bobs 
Crafte again, and this time he gets in his work? 
This would be ridicuious if it were not serious, 
Involved in the muddie is the reading of an 
Important bill, the title of wle is not men- 
tioned in convection with its reading. 

I could quote pages of just such stuff from 
the last journal of the House. It abounds 
with jenorance and stupidity. The Constitu- 
tion requires that each House shall keep a 
journal of its proceedings, and we are under 
legal obiigations to accept all this trash as 
the genuine transactions of an important de- 
liberative body. And this kind of work seems 
to be going on session atter session, simply 
because it is nobody's business to arrest pub- 
lic attention eufficientiy to correct the evil. 
In other days men of well-known legal attain- 
ments were selected to perform the clerical 
work ot the House, but lately we are looking 
simply tor good fellows” who have earned 4 
* place ’’ somewhere. From 1865 to 1875 the 
Chief Clerks were Waiter Frazier, Stephen G. 
Paddock, James P. Root, and Daniel Sbep- 
ard, all of whom are still liv. 
ing, and all whom bad given evi- 
dence prior to their eletuon of their 
adaptation to the work in band, and the jour 
nals of those years will stand the test of the 
closest criticism, while the later journals, 
with but one exception, are & disgrace to the 
State. 

The Senate journals are better than those 
of former years. It is not so bard a matter to 
make a record for the Seuste as for the House, 
it being a smaller body and usually not 80 
disorderly. And then, again, the Senate 
usually exercises great care in che selection of 
those who are to serve at the Secretary's 
desk. 

The proper way for the House to do in the 
selection of Clerks 6 to @& int them pro 
tempore, and then authorize the Committee on 
Rules to select such a8 may be found com- 
petent toserve permanently and recommend 
them to the House for tion. In my 
judgment this course would be apt to secure 
good men, and it would be economy for the 
State éven if these clerks were to receive ten 
times the pay now provided by law.

IN WINTER MILLINERY. 


THE WINTER STYLES IN HATS AND 
BONNETS, 


Dress Bonnets for Receptions and the The- 
atre—The Small Poke-Shape Popular for 
Young Ladies—The Proper Head gear for 
Bridemaids—White Velvets and Tulle— 
Silk Hats for Those Who Affect the En- 
glish Style, 

Harper's Basar: Dress bonnets for day re- 
ceptions and the theatre are made of white 
Velvet, with the crown covered with em- 
broidery done on net in rich colors, and the 
brim covered with terra-cotta velvet, or biue, 
or pistache green, shirred on three cords, and 
faced inside with still darker velvet. The 
trimming is some nodding ostrich-tips shaded 
the colors of the flowers and of the velvet. A 
green tulle pleatmg inside a terra-cotta brim, , 
and feathers of these two colors, are very 
hatdsome on the cream white velvet. To in- 
troduce black on these bonnets fine jet 
beads are strung on wire iu iace-like 
patterns, and laid over a puff of cream velvet 
that trims the troot; the crown bas a lat- 
tice of jet upon it, and the trimmmg is white 
marabout pomponss Such a bonnet should be 
made in the small poke sbape so popular again 
for young mdies, and should be worn witbout 
strings. Other white velvet bonnets Aave cut 
etee! scare on the crown, with pearl gray velvet 
brims shirred and corded, and still others have 
a cap of iridescent beads covering the whole, 
and marabout tips for trimming. The prettiest 
white bonnets for Dridemaids are partiy tulle, 
partly veivet, the hich Normandy crown being 
of velvet with tulle gathered about the brim, 
Or eise the fronts are covered with white silk 
Astrakhban, or with some fine fur such as 
white fox, or with the rich brown Russian 
sable. 

To wear with wool or velvet costumes for 
nice occasions small capotes of velvet are 
made plain on the frame, and are striped with 
many rows of narrow beaded gimp, scarcely 
a third of an inch wide, put on to follow the 
outhne of the crown, which is apt to be in 
horseshoe shape. This is a favorit way of en- 
ricbing biack velvet bonnets, and the jet gimp 
is also used on dark blue, lead, terra-cotta, 
brown, and green velvet bonnets. Copper and 
steel gimps on blue velvet bonnets are very 
dressy: the slight coronet front is then cov- 
ered with loops of these beads, and the trim- 
ining is tips of marabout the colors of the beads, 
and a bight blue aigret. Strings of biue picot 
ribpon. Another pretty way of making velvet 
bonnets combines the crown and brim in one 
piece, the whole shaped by «a curved shirring 
on wire on each side from the brim back to 
the end of the crown. ‘This is very elegant in 
bright red veivet, With a coronet open jet 
lace on wires over red velvet or with rows of 
cut jet beads if black is more becoming than 
red to the wearer. A velvet bow and biac« 
pompons are the trimming. This is also made 
of seal brown or of lead blue velvet to matoh 
costumes, and is completed with fur pompons 
or beaver balls, or perhaps a band of fur covers 
the slight coronet front, and two upright ends 
of the fur are put amid bigh velvet loops for 
trimming. 

lack velvet bonnets when plain on the 
capote frame are striped with narrow jet gimp 
and brightened with a high bowof sbrimp 
pink picot ribbon, or else of terra-cotta, or the 
favorit pistache green, set on to have the ends of 
the ripbon joops turned toward the front. Some- 
times all the loops on the left side are green, 
and tbose on the right are rose-color, or else 
they are partly pale blue, green, and dull 
red, and this combination. of colore, with 
golden-brown added, is liked for brown bon- 
nets. Another fancy for black velvet bonnets 
is to make the high bow in fan shape of black 
lace, usually ot fine Chantiliy, and tie twice 
around it blue or rose velvet ribbon only balf 
an ioch wide; with picot edges. These narrow 
ribbons are also used for strings ip two pairs, 
which may be of one color or in contrast. The 
prettiest jet bonnets are in fine iattice pat- 
terns of small beads made up over black, red, 
or white velvet. with two tows of cut beads in 
front, and a high bow and feathers of any de- 
coming color, 

Young ladies“ bonnets without strings are 
small pokes, with high-pointed front, to show 
the prettily-dressed hair, and soft crown, the 
whole being made of one piece of velvet, 
caught back ia four folds—two meeting cach 
other—downh the crown. Wired beads in lace 
pattern trim the edges, and there is a high 
bow of ribbon in front. This is pretty in 
brown velvet, with copper beads and Suéde 
ribbon loops beid by a gilt crescent amid vel- 
vet loops. The dark lead-biue veivets make

blondes who wear gray dresses, as the jet is 
next the face and brings out the delicate tints 
of the complexion. 

Round hate of velvet are now worn on dress 
occasions by young ladies who have adopted 
the English styie of coiffure, with braided coil 
at the back of the head instead of the big 
soft coil on the top of the bead worn wit the 
French poke bonnets just noted. The shape 
bas the high crown and close brim in favor for 
feit hats, but the velvet is put on the frame 
all in one piece, forming high soft folda in 
front that almost trim the bat. The brim is 
then covered with silk Astrakhan or some 
fabric with longer pile than velvet, and che 
Whole is completed by a bunch of feathers, or 
an alert, or some ribbon loops. Tuts bat ie 
worn with velvet costumes, or with the ei:.b- 
orate cloth and vewet or cloth and Bengaline 
suits now used for visits, receptions, formal 
lunches, theatre parties, eto. 

Suk Bats like the material of men’s dress 
bate and stk beaver bonnets are also in favor 
with young women of English tastes. They 
are edged with galloons of rich quality and 
trimmed with velvet loops, a bird's nead, 
breast, and some tall feathers, or perbaps 
some clusters of ostrich tips. These hats 
come in colors as weil as black, and some- 
times have plain velvet smooth around the 
crown more than halt ite bight. 

London turbans of felt are turned up bigh- 
est on the left side and widely bound with 
gailoon. Velvet facings are on other bats, and 
the high trimming is on the left side instead of 
in front. Brown felt bats with a Sudéde-colored 
ribbon or velvet bow, or cise with some pis- 
tache green ribbon in this Suede bow, 
are very stylish for wearing with the 
golden brown cloth jackets which are 
so popular this season, and which are used not 
only with brown or with biack dresses, but 
vith those of other colors, especially with 
green and blue sults. Felt bonnets to match 
derk wool suits are prettily edged by two 
rows ot telt balls of tue color ot the felt, and 
their trimmme is the pes-svotted velvet in 
bigh loops, or else picot-edged velvet ribbcn. 

Mask veils are made deepenough to curve 
low on the chin, and are scalioped along the 
edge; the centre has plain meshes, or else the 
small dots far apart that are universaily be- 
coming. These are used alike with round hats 
and with bonnets.

SOCIALISM IN THE HOME. 
The Trend of the Gospel According to 

Aveling in the Direction of Free Love. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 29.--} Editor of The Tribune.] 
— Will you permit me to say that in tne dis- 
cussion concerning Socialism in the home, 
which bas been going on in your columns, and 
which bas been participated in to some extent 
by other papers, it seems to me taat too much 
importance bas been attached to Dr. Aveling 
and his views. He ise a man of Um- 
ited capacity, and die sincerity is not 
ot the impressive sort. His wife u by 
far the better part of him, and perso nally 
little would be lost by overlooking him alto- 
gether. They do, however, assume to repre- 
sent with some sort of authority the views of 
their distinguisbed relative, Karl Marx, who 
by his exposition of the theory of rurplus 
value and of the evils of selfish and unserupu- 
lous administration which attend capitalization 
(for it is yet to be proved that oapitaltzauon is 
in itself an evil, and that it may not by noble 
and humane management prove to be a great- 
er than collectivigm) has entitled him- 
self to respect and consideration. 

But we need not go to Dr. Avelm to learn 
the views of French and German Sooialists 
concerning che purity of woman and the per- 
manenoe of the dome. They «re on record 
elsewhere, and dave been for Many years, as 
the following ecitations—a dare baif-dozen 
where twenty equaily effective might be 
given—will sbow. 

In 1872, at the formation of the Alliance of 
Socialistic Democracy, the following was 
adopted : 

The alliance declares itself atheistic. It desires 
the abolition of worship; the substitution of 
science for faith and of human justice for divine 
justice; the abolition of marriage 80 far as it ts a 
political, religious, judicial, and civtl institution. 

In the Communistic manifesto prepared in 
1847 by Kari Marz and bis colaborer Engels 
the following occurs: 

For the rest nothing is more laughable than 
the — moral horror of our bourgeoisie at the 
pretended official accounts of the community of 
wives among the Communists. The Commu- 
nists need not introduce community of wives, for 
it has almost always existed. Our bourgeoisie, 
not content with having the wives and daughters 
of the proletariat at their disposal, find a chief 
pleasure in seducingt each other's wives. Civil 
marriage is in reality a community of wives. 

Which is by no means a denial, but simply a 
repetition of the familiar argument, ** You're 
another.” In this respect Dr. Krol is a 
faithful echo of bis father-in-iaw. In aii as- 
sembly of the German Workingmen’s Union 
at Berlin Hasenciever, a member of the Reichs- 

tag, said: 

When the spoliation fof the working-classes 
by the capitalists} should cease, thenceforth pros- 
titution would cease, and women be given back 
to her calling—the education of children. The 
woman ö would then be taken by the 
developed socialistic, or, more correctly speak- 
ing, communistic, State unfier its own control, 
for in this State, where the community bears the 
obligation of educa and maintaining the chil- 
dren, whére no private capital subsists, but all 
the instruments of production are common prop- 
erty, the woman need no longer, out of respect 
for her children, be * * 0 ed to one man. 
The boud detween e sexes will be 2 
moral one, and such a bond, if the characters did 
not harmonize, could be dissolved. 

At the same meeting another orator, Jéris- 

sen, expressed similar sentiments in a stin 
more open manner by saying: 
i A maiden apap woman] who disposed 
freely of her love was no prostitute—she was the 
free wife of the future. In the state of the future 
only love should direct the union of the sexes. 
Between the married wife and the prostitute 
there was only a quantitative difference. The 
children would necessarily ane the State 
and the State would provide for both. 

These views met with no opposition that was 
tounded on principie. Let me add one extract 
from a Communist of ovr own country and 
time—Jobn Humphrey Noyes— whose One- 
ca Commun ny was simply an attempt to 
carry out the views which de bimseif had 
learned in the French and German school. He 
says: 

The same spirit which abolished exclusiveness 
in regard to money would abolish, if circum- 
stances allowed full scope to it, exclusiveness in 
regard to women and ¢ ren. 

Nor is it among men of wholly impure lives 
that these views obtain. The late Robert Dale 
Owen was a man of exceptional moral and in- 
teliectual gifts, but he was a thorough Com- 
muuist, and it is to him more than to any other 
one man, or perhaps ten men, that the State 
ot Indiena owed. those, divorce laws which 
made 7 i for so many years a 
byword and a scoffing. in a recent editorial 
in one of our morning pépers, entitled Base- 
lese Apprebensions,” it suggested that the 
apprehensions of womea concerning the de- 
signs of Socialism upon the bome are some- 
what nervous and hysterical, and that, quoting 
from that unsavory female, Ouida, the pro- 
prietary rights of woman over man are not 
in danger.

Of Ouida it may be said in passing that she 
bas never, so far as heard from, been able to 
assume proprietary riguts over any man. Her 
experience of womanly assumptions must 
there‘ore have been obtained in ber struggles 
to appropriate some other woman's husband. 
She bas probably at some time met her match. 
A more intimate knowledge of that whereof 
she speaks would bave convinced ber that 
the enormous pretensions of women are 
but as a molehill beside the mountain of man’s 
pretensions over womau as put forward in 
marriage. Whether or not they are ** born 
of a desire to tyraunise it might be uncour- 
teous to infer, but since woman asks only 
what sue is willing to yield im return, while 
men who are actuated by such sentiments as 
appear in the editorial in question asx all and 
give nothing in return, the balance ot justice 
and generosity would appear to be on the side 
of the woman.

THE CARLISLE CONTEST. 


A KNIGHT OF LABOR STRUGGLING 
AGAINST A BOURBON. 


George H. Thobe Files His Formal Notice, 
and It Is Served Upon the Democratic 
Speaker — Specifications of the Claim 
Upon Which the Contestor Relies—Al.- 
legations of Gross and Wholesale Frauds 
~The Total Vote Asked to Be Thrown 
Out. 


CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 1.—All doubta which 
the Kentucky friends of Speaker Jobn G. Car- 
lisle have been nourishing that be was to be 
saved such an unbeard-of thing as a contest of 
bis seat in the House of Representatives at 
Wasbington have been rudely dissipated. The 
official notice of contest from Mr. Thobe was 
placed in the hands of the proper officers for 
service upon the Speaker. Some of the old 
**way-backs"’ of the local Democracy could 
not believe that a contest would be forced 
on the Speaker, and their sense of [he dignity 
and fitness of things is rather ** reated. 

The not tos of contest was prepared by L. A. 
Wood, Mr. Thobe’s personal friend and legal 
adviser, who has been engaged almost since 
the dar of the election in coliecting the facts 
and sifting out the evidence bearing on the 
election throughout the whole Sixth Con- 
gressional District of Kentucky. It bas been 
a most arduous task, but has deen ably and 
well performed. 

Trimbie County is first dealt with, and the 
charge is that, in defiance of the law of the 
United States on the subject, the ballot-boxes 
and the poll-books were opened before the 
third day after the elecuon (namely, on the 


second day), and that they remained open for 
twenty-four bours, when the Returning Board 
again went through the formality of another 
count. In the next place, it is charged that all 


officers of ¢lection in this county were Demo- 


crate and were not sworn, and tous the whole 
vote of the county, it is claimed, is invalidat- 
ed and should not be counted. The vote for 
Carlisle ip Trimbie County was 876; for 
Thobde, 3. 

In Grant County it is speerfied that at Cor 
dova tpe elecuon officers were not sworn. The 
vote at this place was 22 for Carlisle and 7 for 
Thobe. The same charge is made as to De- 
mossville, where the vote was Carlisle 67, 
Thobe 0; Mount Zion, whose vote was Carlisle 
37, Thobe 6; and Crittenden, where the vote 
was Carlisle 80, Thobe 3. It is further charged 
that all the officers at Demoss ville were Demo- 
erates and at Crittenden all Democrats but one. 

In Gallatin County it is charged generally 
that the vote of the county was fraudulently 
ehanged and altered in the interest of the 
Dem and it is specifically charged that 
at Sparta all the election officers were Demo- 
crates and not swora, the vote there being Car- 
ligie 36, Thobe 8; and it is alleged also that the 
names of voters were not numbered as re- 
quired by law. At Warsaw it w alleged all the 
election officers were Democrats and not 
sworn, the vote there being Carlisle 173, Thobe 
566. The same state of affairs is alleged ayainst 
Napoleon, and that the last page of the 
poll-book is not signea, the vote being here 
Carlisle 101, Thobe 5; and also at Glencoe, 
whose vote was Carlisie 84, Thobe 2; ana at 
Higgins, its vote being Carlisle 34, Thobe 5. It 
is charged aiso that chere was fraud and oo 
lusion between the officers of the e apd 
the County Returning Board to alter and 
change the vote, and that this was done in 
order to prevent the election of Tbobe, 

In Campbell County it is alleged that at 
Alexandria, votimg 127 for Carlisle and 18 for 
Thobe, the bellot-boxes were not locked and 
the officers were not sworn; at Iudlan Springs, 
voting Carlisle 13, Thobe 4, that the officers 
were all Democrats and not sworn; and at Uai- 
ifornia, voting Carlisle 36, Thobe 4, that the 
officers were all Democrats and not worn. It 
ie also claimed that the vote of Cold Springs, 
Oarlisie 8%, Thobe 15; Carthage, Carlisie 29, 
Thobe 8; Gubser 8, Carlisle 54, Tnobe 8; Per- 
immo Grove. Carlisle 49, Thobe 13: Grant's 
Lick, Carlisle 86, Thobe 11, are all illegal, for 
the reason that the officers were all Democrats. 

In Carroll County it is alleged that there was 
gross and wholesale fraud, invalidatmg the 
vote of the whole county, which it is demand- 
ed shall be thrown out. It is specified that at 
Carroliton all the officers were Democrats but 
one, the vote here being Carlisle 149, Thobe 83; 
at Goent, that the polis closed at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and that the officers were all 
Democrats, and that one of the judges was a 
blind man, and that none of them were eworn; 
and that twenty-seven votes for Thobe, writ- 
ten on scratched Carlisle ballots, were thrown 
out. The vote bere was Carlisle 105, Thobe 3. 
At Sanders’ Precinct, Cariisie 41, Thobe 0; 
Worthville, Carlisie 50, Taobe 0; Jordan, Car- 
lisle 41, Tnobe 0; Millcreek, Carlisie 40, Thobe 
1; Locks. Carlisle 37, Thobe 0, it is alleged the 
officers were all Democrats and not sworn, and 
that the vote is consequently Hlexal. 

In Pendieton County the vote of Butler Pre- 
cinct is the only one specifically challenged. It 
is allewed the polls bere closed at 4 o'clock, the 
vote standing Carlisle 77, Thobe 15. There is 
a general cbarge of fraud in the vote. 

In Boone County the vote of Beaver Lick, 
Carlisle $4, Thobe 0; Bellevue, Carlisie 17, 
Thobe 0; Union, Carlisle 40, Thobe 0; Pecers- 
burg, Carlisle 78, Thobe 11; Buliettsyvilie, Car- 
luste 46. Thobe 0: Florence, Carlisle 54, Thobe 
5: Carrollton. Carlisle 50, Thobe 1: Hamilton, 
Carlisle 48, Thobe 8; Burlington, Carlisie 61, 
Tode 9: Verona, Carlisie 58, Thobe 0; Tay- 
lorsport, Carlisle 16, Thobe 0, are all claimed 
to be illegal on account of the election officers 
being all Democrets. 

In Kenton County irregularities and frauds 
are charged io the City of Covington. Itis 


alleged that there were 20 illegal votes cast in 


First Ward A, 15 in Precinct B. 18 in Second 
Ward A, 10 in Precinct B, 10 in Third Ward A, 
and 12 in Precinct B; in the Fourth Ward 18 
jliegal votes in Precinct A and 15 in l Pre- 
cinct, in the Fifth Ward 18 illegal votes in A 
and 9 in B. while in Sixth Ward A there were 
17—~or a total of 157 illegal votes in Covington. 
It is charged, in addition to that, the Coving- 
ton police stood at the polis under command 
of Capt. Goodson, brother-in-law of Speaker 
Carlisle, intimidating, bulldozing, and solicit- 
ing people to vote for Carlisie; and, further, 
that United States Collector George A. Davi- 
son held tickets in the Seventh Ward for Mr. 
Carlisie and thus improperly interfered with 
the voters at that piace. 

These complete the grounds on which the 
contest is made.

REJOICING OVER WEST VIRGINIA’S GAINS 


Interview with Snyder on the Republican 
Gains in the State. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 80.—[Special to 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette,|—The sunlight 
that penciied with goid the gorges and wooded 
niehts of the Kanawha Valley this morning 
was followed tbrougbout the day by alternate 
bursts of sun ana masses of cloud that happi- 
ly indexed the character of the political vie- 
tory which was celebrated bere tonight, and 
which was itself in the nature of the uner- 
pected. The Republicans had so narrow an 
escape from carrying West Virginia at the late 
election that they are still trembling in their 
shoes with pieasurable excitement over their 
close approach to victory, The Republicans 
of the State are baving a formal jubilee to 
night—a sort of thanksgiving, as they 
dave « great deal to be thankful for. It 
bas been the favorit theory of many persons 
who are interested in politics that West Vir- 
ini was a Republican State if the party could 
be efficiently organized and the vote brought 
to the polis. It bas beon the belief of a great 
many more persons that West Virginia 
would shortly become a Republican State. 
In the Congressional election of 1884 the 
Democratic majority in the Second Con- 
gSressional District was 2.524; in the Third 
District it was 2.111; in the Fourth 140. Tue 
First District gave Gen, Goff 20u majority. 80 
the total Democratic majority on Congressmen 
in 1884 was 3,575. This Fear it will not exceed 
900, and the official returns will probably make 
it less than that number. Therefore the Re- 
publicans rejoice, and tonight tbey are ex- 
deedmriy glad, and through theic sparkl.ng 
giasses they see visions of a ros future.

THE LAST OF THE MANISSES. 


Death of a Block Island Indian Who Lived 
for More than a Century. 

Provipences, R. I., Nov. 29.—In a plain but 
comfortable cottage on the south side of Block 
Island, on a bill not far from the Great Fresh 
Pond,” near which be was born, there bas just 
died at the age of 100 years 9 months and 19 
days Isasc Church, the last full-blooded, or 
nearly full-biooded, deseendant of the Me- 
nisses, the original inhabitants of the islands 
and branch of the great tribe of the Narra- 
gansetts. 

In form and features be was an Indian, 
straight as au arrow to the last, with big 
cheek bones, jet-black eyes, and coarse, 
straight, black hair, which aid not whiten untn 
he had long passed the allotted age of man. 
He labored industriousiy till withiu a very few 
years, and earned and owned tne howe where 
he died. His dress was plain but neat, usually a 
suitoft black, and always a tall bat—a genuine 
beaver as jong as be could obtain one, but more 
recently one of silk, He paid no attenuon to 
the prevailing style, but invariably selected a 
hat with avery high crown anda brim but 
little narrower tban that of the hat of a 
Quaker. 

His invariable practice was to attend every 
funeral on the island. If two occurred on the 
same day and bour be would manage to give 
part of bis time to each, or at least listen to 
the sermon in one case and leave to follow the 
body ot the other to the grave. 80 absoluteiy 
regular in attendance was he, and alwars on 
time, that the present veneration of isianders 
bas grown up and lived in the belief that bis 
presence waé as necessary at a properly con- 
ducted funerai as that of the dead. His grand- 
father, Peter urch, a full-blooded Indian, 
fougbt in the Englisb army in me Frencb and 
English war., He was uncle to Aaron Chuted, 
who, with Charlies Gibbs and Thomas J. 
Walmsiey, killed Capt. William Hornby and 
Mate William Roberts of Stephen Girard’s brig 
Vineyard, bound from New Orleans for Phila- 
deipma with avargo of sugar and molasses 
and with 854.000 in specie on board. As Isaac's 
wife was a mulatto his children have little 
claim to the Indians. The ancient race of the 
Manisses is extinct. Their last survivor lived 
and died respected by all. 


THE FUNERAL OF TOM BIGELOW. 


Magnificence of a Bank Robber Retired 
from Business. 

Detroit, Micb., Deo, 1.—**Tom’’ Bigeiow, 
one of the most noted bank robbers in the 
country, died last week in New Orleans and 
were buried from bis home in Windsor, De 
troit’s Canadian suburb. No such funeral 
bad ever before been seen in Canada. There 
was several hundred people im attendance 
Long before the services began crooks, gam- 
blers, saloon-keepers, prize-fighters, and sharp- 
ers came pouring from ali quarters to Bige- 
low's almost palatial home to offer 
condolence to the widow and take a 
last view of the dead. Besides the disreputa- 
bie and crime¢-stained there were many poor 
but respectable persons, who only within the 
last few days came to know that man 
whose unostentatious obarny bad alded them 
from time to time was Tom Bigelow, The 
service of the Presbyterian church, where 
Bigelow bas attended in seeming uprightness, 
was conducted by its pastor, Mr, Gray, and the 
body buried in Windsor Cemetery. Higelow 
bore a striking resemblance to Kuthertord B. 
Hayes, and would have patsed anywhere tor a 
dank president. He was a native of New York,® 
and his brother was at one time a Civil Judge 
in that city. It was Bigelow's boast that be 
bad never served a du's sentence. He had at 
one time when under arrest nearly $100,000 in 
stolen securities and spent all of it and $5,000 
in cash besides to secure his release. In 1880 
he started a saloon in Detroit, but was driven 
to Wi by the police, and there, ostensibly 
asa ble capitalist, made large invest- 
ments fm real estate, furnished a home luxu- 
riously, and lived in a style that eclipsed any- 
thing else in tow His wife was formerir 
known as louise J n, alias Little Lou.“ 
Bieelow left a large sum in cash, a house and 
lot, and improved property worth $120, 000.
